First of all, let me introduce myself. I am the new LANI Program Manager for the 

BLQ BID. 


I wanted to reach out to you regarding the opportunity to upgrade the 
Pico/Normandie Transportation Plaza <https://goo.ql/maps/uYMQdyZ8KoJ2> on the southwest 
corner of Pico Blvd. and Normandie Ave. 


LANI applied for and received a small grant from KAB00M! which give us the 
opportunity to upgrade the site the by installing various musical interactive pieces 
designed to further improve the location's use as a community hub for the area. 


An Adopt a Median Program agreement is on place for the site (see the 
attachments). Can you please let me know the process for amending the existing agreement 
to reflect this change so that we can expedite the process of installing the pieces? The 
BLQ BID will remain the responsible party for the plaza's maintenance. 


Installation of the structures will require that we remove 4-5 of the existing 
benches which we can use at another location. We would then install 4-5 interactive 
musical pieces in the central area of the plaza.
